In 1800 Ohio contained 40,365 arid in 


1900 there were-4,157,445 persons in 
the state. The greatest rate of in- 
crease was between 1800.and ISlOwhen 
the percentage reached the phenome- 
nal height of 408.7. That was when 
Ohio was out west and the east had 
only commenced to realize that it was 
a veritable garden and was unsurpass- 
ed in natural advantages. 
Since that 


year the proportion of increase has 
been decreasing until during the last 
decade it was only"l3.2. 
- Coshocton county appears 
in the 


census report for the first time in 
1820 when it contained 7,086 souls. 
The population is given for each other 
decade as follows: 


1830, 11,161; 1840, 21,590:1850, 25,674; 


1860, 25,073; 1870, 22,600; 1880, 26,642 
1890, 26,703; 1900, 29,337.

can be seen 
from

figures that Coshocton has had trou 
bles of its own since it began to 
grow. The report of 1840 and that of 
the following decade is encouragingJn 
the extreme, but just before the wa: 
there is a noticeable falling off.

years later the number of people In 
the county had decreased by almost 
2,000, but the revival of 1880 is sub- 
stantial.

Three thous 
and souls does not sound large wher 
millions are counted, but when it is 
remembered .the population of the en- 
tire county is less than 30,000 it is 
good.
